The New Democratic party's action in 
culling the word “national” from its con- 
stitution is a concession to Quebec. It im- 
plies recognition of a French-Canadian con- 
tention that Canada is a union of two na- 
tions, French Canada and British North 
America. Outside Quebec the New Demo- 
crats profess that their action simply re 
flects the fact that /the word “national” has 
a differerit meaning in French than it -has 
in English. But inside Quebec—that's a 
different matter.

Quebec extremists regard these offers as 
sops.
